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TWENTY-FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT 

OF THE 

BOARD OF CHARITY COMMISSIONERS. 



To His Honor the Mayor and the Honorable Board 
of Aldermen of the City of Hartford. 

Gentlemen: 

In compliance with the ordinances of the City we here- 
with submit the annual report of the Board of Charity 
Commissioners for the past fiscal year ending, March 31, 
1921. 

The appropriation granted the Board for the year was 
$176,500.00. There has been expended from that apiount 
for the various forms of Municipal Charity the sum of 
$171,267.37, which left an unexpended balance turned back 
into the City Treasury of $5,232.63. The total expendi- 
tures of the Department exceeded those of the previous 
year by $8,519.01. 

We have collected from the State, other Towns and 
various sources during the year, the sum of $17,986.12, 
and the same has been turned over to the City Treasurer. 
This makes the net cost for the expenses of this Department 
$153,281.25 as against $147,572.20, or a net increase the 
past year of only $5,709.05. There has also been collected 
by this Department from the State and other Towns and 
turned over to the Board of Health, the sum of $2,582.74 
for the care of patients at the Isolation Hospital who were 
not properly chargeable to Hartford. This makes the total 
amount collected $20,568.86. 

The Almshouse and Municipal Hospital account was 
$118,116.26, an increase over last year of $10,484.50. The 
Outdoor Poor account was $3,766.47, a decrease from last

year of $257.74, and the Outside Hospitals and Asylums 
account was $86,749.31, a decrease of $2,495.41 from last 
year. 

The increase in the Almshouse and Municipal Hospital 
account last year was largely caused by a fairly complete 
renovation of the entire institution as partly outlined in 
our reports of the past two years. Our current expenses 
increased in spots. The Almshouse and Municipal Hospi- 
tal payroll increased $2,000.00, our food supplies $1,860.00 
over the previous year, and there were other increases and 
decreases of various amounts in the different accounts. 

The large increase in expenditures was caused by re- 
pairs to buildings $2,801.00, labor, painting and carpenter 
work $3,687.00, exhaust fans $602.50, the furniture account 
including large refrigerator, sterilizer, vacuum cleaner and 
linoleum, exceeding the previous year's account by 
$2,250.00, repairs on gutters and conductors and the pur- 
chase of paints and oils being $2,000.00 in excess of last 
year's expenditures on those accounts. 

The various wards, corridors and dining rooms and 
many of the smaller rooms have been painted and are much 
lighter and more attractive. The fire escapes were also 
painted which was very necessary. The ventilation of the 
various wards has been greatly improved by the installa- 
tion of exhaust fans. Linoleum has been placed in the 
corridors where the flooring was worn and rubber treads 
on stairs, adding to their appearance and to the comfort 
and safety of the inmates. A new ice house has been 
erected from lumber taken from sheds torn down near the 
barns and both ice houses painted. A great deal of repair 
work has been done by masons on the walls and ceilings 
and the old corroded water pipes in the cellar have been 
replaced by a new water main, which has been covered to 
prevent sweating. 

Through the extra appropriation voted this Department 
in April, 1920, the toilets and plumbing of the institutions 
have been almost entirely replaced; two new bath rooms 
have been added and the electric wiring that had been con- 
demned has been entirely renewed.

The addition to the Children's ward, for which an ap- 
propriation of $25,000.00 was voted last year, has been 
completed and will be occupied soon, greatly adding to our 
facilities and efficiency. 

All work has been suspended on the joint heating and 
laundry plant in connection with the Isolation Hospital for 
which an appropriation was voted last year, owing to all 
bids being considerably in excess of the appropriation. It 
is hoped that this building can be arranged for at an early 
date as it is greatly needed especially the laundry. 

The number cared for in the Almshouse and Municipal 
Hospital this past year was considerably smaller than the 
last few preceding years and that, with the increased 
special expenditures, makes the per capita cost considerably 
larger. The daily average number cared for was 242 as 
against 281 the previous year. 

The decrease in Almshouse and Municipal Hospital 
cases in the past few years is shown in the following com- 
parison :

It will be se^n from these figures that there has been 
a steady decrease in numbers cared for during the past 
six years or since the beginning of the German war while 
there has been a corresponding increase in expense caused 
by the higher prices on all supplies. The past year with 
the smallest average number cared for is the highest in 
expenditures, but the institution has been placed in a much 
better condition to do the work required of it. There is 
still room for many improvements. Alterations and re- 
pair work in an institution as old as ours will always be 
necessary but we invite your inspection at the present time 
to see the results of our efforts.

In our report of April 1, 1919, certain necessary 
changes and improvements were outlined about as describ- 
ed above. Many of the suggestions made in that report 
have now been carried out due to the extra appropriation 
allowed by your Board and by careful handling of the 
regular appropriation. There still remains, however, one 
serious problem that was mentioned in said report, the 
infirmaries for both men and women. They have been 
made as safe and comfortable as possible in their present 
location. These infirmary wards have been the subject 
of much study by the Commissioners but the proper solu- 
tion of this problem has not as yet been found. The mat- 
ter is still under serious consideration. Jn spite of the 
increased expenditures for extra work and improved condi* 
tions we were able to return to the City Treasury a balance 
of $5,232.63. 

The expense the past year for Outdoor Poor was 
$3,766.47, a decrease of $257.74 over the year before. 
There would have been a large increase, however, but for 
the extra appropriation recommended by the Board of 
Finance to furnish work to the unemployed. 

The applications to this Department were far in excess 
of previous years but as the majority Wanted work and 
not help and as work was provided to some extent by these 
extra appropriations for that purpose, our regular outdoor 
expenditures were kept to a normal figure. 

We wish to acknowledge our obligation to the various 
private charitable agencies who have as jusual taken care 
of many persons and families who were in need of tempo- 
rary relief, especially, The Union for Home Work, The 
Charity Organization Society and the Almoners of the 
Niles Fund for coal furnished at our request. 

The decrease in the outside Hospitals and Asylums 
Account was caused by the smaller number of tubercular 
patients cared for by this Department whose expense was 
$6,734.53 as against $10,100.95 the previous year. The 
State Hospitals for the Insane are our largest hospital ex- 
pense, which was $21,960.32 the past year. There will 
probably be a large increase in this account the coming

year, as the Legislature has just increased the cost at the 
State Hospitals 50%— from $2.00 to $3.00 per week, which 
would increase our expense there about $11,000.00. 

The care of the insane and feeble minded is one of the 
big problems of the present day as this class is increasing 
rather than decreasing and it is generally recognized that 
preventive and remedial measures are very necessary. . As 
mentioned in previous reports it is our belief that all men- 
tal defectives who are public charges should be taken care 
of entirely by the state, s6 that the question of their 
support should not operate against their admission to some 
proper institution. A greater menace to the community 
than the actual insane and imbeciles are the feeble minded 
of the higher grade, especially the females of child bearing 
age who are allowed to have a place in the community, 
when the proper place would be an institution. Until 
some concerted action is taken by the various cities and 
towns under a state law making the segregation of said 
cases obligatory, we may expect to have a continually in- 
creasing number of this class to provide for. 

The City Dispensary which is open daily has treated 
1,481 cases the past year, and the City Physicians have 
made 483 visits at homes and outside hospitals examining 
and treating cases that have applied to this Department 
for medical assistance. 

There has been a total of 8,998 calls of all kinds at the 
office of the Department during the year. 

Our Investigator has made during the past year 1,602 
visits to families seeking outdoor relief, applicants for ad- 
mission to the Almshouse, Municipal Hospital, Hartford, 
St. Francis and Isolation Hospitals, the tuberculosis Sana- 
toria, the Orphan Asylums and other institutions. He is 
called upon to investigate state paupers for the State* 
Department, and by individuals and almoners of private 
charitable societies to investigate applications made to them 
by persons and families seeking aid. 

Among the cases investigated the past year were found 
267 who were chargeable to the State and 66 who were 
chargeable to other towns.
